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Continuation of 3 and 11: In light of the proposed after final amendment, the claims 
require "a mixture to be heated by applying heat to the mixture from a heat source 
external to the mixture". Previously, however, the claims only required that heat was 
applied to a stream of reinforcing material and binder- such language did not exclude 
the binder from being pre-heated and subsequently contacted with the reinforcing 
material. It is evident that the amended claim language modifies the scope of the 
claimed invention in a manner that was not previously set forth and thus, the claims 
would require further search and consideration. Regarding applicant's arguments, said 
arguments are directed to the above noted amended language and as such, they are 
not commensurate in scope with the claimed invention. Lastly, it is agreed that that 
prior art references of record fail to suggest a heating step in which the reinforcing 
material and binder are initially mixed and subsequently heated from a heat source 
external to the mixture. 
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
